saved, the large number of voluntee: 
helpers present spent all efforts tc 
save the stock with the result thai 
the greater part of this was removec 
to the street. A south east wind 
was blowing: which carried somc 
burning spark and burning paper ir 
the direction of the laundry and pic- 
ture hell, but a covering of snow or 
these roofs served to extinguish al’ 
of these, The building was dry anc 
burned quickly. It was practically 
gone at 6:30 only a smoldering fire ir 
the basement being left. The hard 
ware stock piled in the street was 
losded on drays and removed to :

on the stock is estimated at $600. I’ 
is believed that the building was 
partially covered with irSurance.

ete., in obtaining newcomers to Gleichen. 

Communities that cannot offer tangible thing: 
cannot take care of more people and absorb them. 

Is this not another phase of our local situatin that 
deserves the best thought of our people in its solution.
